REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of claims 19-25 is the inclusion of the method steps for 
producing a film that includes heating the surface to a temperature of approximately 
300°C; providing a plasma atmosphere for the surface, wherein the produced film 
having the ultra water repellent property has a contact angle of at least 170°. It is these 
steps found in the claims as they are claimed in the combination of, which has not been 
found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record that makes these claims allowable 
over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 26-33 is the inclusion of the 
method steps for producing an orifice in a member having a surface provided with a film 
that includes heating the surface to a temperature of approximately 300°C; providing a 
plasma atmosphere for the surface, wherein the produced film having the ultra water 
repellent property has a contact angle of at least 1 70°. It is these steps found in the 
claims as they are claimed in the combination of, which has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record that makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
